To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  population  at  mid-year 
1967  was  29,450  an  increase  of  1,120  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  533  births  and  304  deaths  compared 
with  460  births  and  293  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
the  district  of  17.6  compares  with  a national  birth  rate  of  17.2  births 
per  1,000  population  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  10.3  compares 
with  a national  death  rate  of  1 1.2  deaths  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  follow  the  usual  pattern,  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  being  the  major  cause,  with  cancer  following 
up  as  the  second  major  cause.  Together  these  two  causes  accounted 
for  73.26%  of  the  total  deaths.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the 
deaths  due  to  cancer,  the  lungs  or  bronchus  were  the  commonest 
sites  of  origin. 

During  the  year  there  were  six  infant  deaths,  all  being  under  four 
weeks  of  age.  Four  were  due  to  prematurity  or  congenital  mal- 
formations and  two  due  to  infection. 

On  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  outstanding,  there  being  404 
cases  notified  during  the  year.  With  the  introduction  of  measles 
vaccination  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  see  a drop  in  the  Incidence  of  the 
disease  in  coming  years. 

Concerning  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area,  it  will  be  seen 
that  water  continued  to  be  supplied  as  In  previous  years.  Of  the  31 
samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  main  supplies,  all 
but  one  were  satisfactory.  On  the  other  hand  14  of  65  private  supplies 
examined  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  Indicated  the  need  for  these 
to  be  kept  constantly  under  review.  303  houses  in  the  district  have 
other  than  main  water  supplies,  i.e.  3.08%  of  the  total  houses  in  the 
district. 
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During  the  year  progress  continued  to  be  made  in  providing  sev/ers 
and  sewage  treatment  works  with  construction  work  taking  place  in 
Lockington,  Lund  and  Leconfield.  Consideration  of  schemes  for  other 
villages  which  are  still  without  modern  drainage  facilities  also  con- 
tinued during  the  year. 

Unfit  houses  continued  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year,  three 
being  repaired,  five  closed  and  nineteen  demolished. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  an  increase  in  the  routine  inspection  of  food 
premises;  also  100%  inspection  of  meat  killed  in  the  district  con- 
tinued during  the  year. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  their 
constant  interest  and  support.

Holderness  Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  this  Co-ordinating  Committee, 
under  the  aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Beverley  to  co- 
ordinate the  work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  children.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are 
the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s 
Department,  the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare 
Department,  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Managers 
of  the  District  Councils,  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security,  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Women’s 
Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  Police  Force  and  Probation  Officers. 
Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to 
time  as  the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity 
as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  of  this  Committee.

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A total  of  140  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis, 
of  which  46  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Thirty-one  samples  were  taken  from  mains  supplies,  10  being  from 
the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  area  of  supply,  5 from 
the  Hull  Corporation  area  of  supply,  4 from  the  Dalton  Holme 
supply  and  12  from  the  Welton  Village  Supply.  With  one  exception, 
all  these  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 

109  samples  were  taken  from  65  private  supplies  and  of  these  45 
samples  taken  from  14  bores  proved  unsatisfactory  and  appropriate 
action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvency  due  to  the  hardness  of  the 
water  supplied  in  the  district.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Existing  sewers  and  works  were  satisfactorily  maintained,  but  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  evident  that  certain  additional  facilities  will 
soon  have  to  be  provided. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  laying  of  sewers  in  the  villages  of 
Lockington  and  Lund  was  almost  completed  and  the  construction  of 
the  joint  works  was  in  hand.  Difficulty  was  experienced  due  to  the 
high  water  table  and  this  reduced  progress  considerably. 

Authority  was  received  to  proceed  with  the  Leconfield  Sewerage 
Scheme  and  work  commenced  on  the  laying  of  sewers  in  August. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  conducted  an  investigation  into  the  revised  Swanland  and 
North  Ferriby  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  laying  of  two  lengths  of  sewer  in  Station  Road  and  Ryland  Hill, 
South  Cave,  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
laying  of  house  connections  was  commenced.

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural  District  and 
Registered  as  Distributors  was  31,  Two  premises  were  registered  as 
Dairies. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  results  of  the  inspections  of  the  12,540  animals  slaughtered  within 
the  district  are  given  in  the  schedule.  It  is  worthy  of  mention  that 
1967  was  the  first  year  during  which  no  tuberculosis  was  found. 
The  incidence  of  Cysticercosis  In  bovines  was  0.19%  compared  with 
an  average  of  1.91%  over  the  past  10  years. 

Slaughtering  took  place  daily  at  the  wholesale  slaughterhouse  at 
Woodmansey  and  once  weekly  at  the  retail  slaughterhouses  at  South 
Cave,  Elloughton,  Leven  and  Lund.  It  was  not  necessary  to  make  an 
order  under  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966, 
specifying  hours  of  slaughter  as  satisfactory  informal  agreement  was 
reached  with  the  occupier  of  each  slaughterhouse. 
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Licences  were  issued  to  31  slaughtermen  under  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1958. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  District. 
Inspection  of  food  was  carried  out  at  food  premises  during  routine 
visits  and  at  other  times  as  the  occasion  demanded  and  condemnations 
were  made  when  appropriate.

KNACKERS  YARDS 

Three  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of  which  are 
situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey  and  conditions  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 
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HOUSING 


Eight  houses  were  subject  to  statutory  action,  5 Closing  Orders  being 
made  and  3 Undertakings  to  Repair  accepted.  Nine  houses  subject 
to  Clearance  Orders,  9 subject  to  Demolition  Orders  and  I subject  to 
a Closing  Order  were  demolished.  Two  Demolition  Orders,  three 
Closing  Orders  and  I Undertaking  to  Close  were  cancelled,  and  3 
Undertakings  to  Repair  were  complied  with.  As  a result  of  informal 
action,  29  houses  were  made  to  comply  with  the  Housing  Act 
Standard. 

Eighteen  condemned  houses  were  vacated,  8 families  being  re^ 
housed  by  the  Council. 

To  date  625  houses  have  been  dealt  with  formally  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  and  of  these,  324  have  been  demolished,  83 
Improved,  121  closed,  leaving  97  occupied,  of  which  32  are  occupied 
by  elderly  people  who  in  all  probability  will  not  be  disturbed.  In 
addition,  informal  action  has  resulted  in  the  improvement  of  347 
houses  and  the  demolition  of  1 1 houses. 

Early  in  the  year,  16  one  bedroomed  fiats  in  a Grouped  Dwelling 
Scheme,  together  with  Wardens  flat  and  Common  Room  and  4 
three  bedroomed  houses  were  completed  at  Welton.  Contracts  for 
the  construction  of  8 dwellings  at  Bishop  Burton,  4 at  Cherry  Burton 
and  6 at  Etton  were  let  and  construction  commenced  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of 
23  dwellings  and  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  17  dwellings. 

One  application  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act, 
1957,  was  received,  and  the  owner  gave  the  appropriate  undertaking. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

A total  of  63  visits  and  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  premises  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Thirteen 
informal  notices  were  served,  the  majority  of  these  drawing  attention 
to  the  need  for  the  provision  of  first  aid  boxes  and  thermometers  and 
the  display  of  an  Abstract  of  the  Act. 

One  accident  was  notified  and  investigated.  No  action  was  thought 
to  be  necessary  apart  from  stressing  the  need  of  being  careful  and 
alert  at  all  times  when  using  machines.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  number  of  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  from  which  refuse  was 
collected  was  9,566. 

Refuse  was  also  collected  from  some  200  business  premises,  charges 
being  made  in  appropriate  cases.  The  number  of  pail  closets  con- 
tinued to  decrease. 

In  view  of  increasing  commitments  it  was  necessary  in  September 
to  employ  seven  vehicles  on  collection.  The  vehicle  fleet  comprised 
one  35  cub.  yd.  vehicle,  five  25  cub.  yd.  vehicles  and  one  18  cub.  yd. 
vehicle,  with  one  10  cub.  yd.  side  loading  as  standby. 

Disposal  continued  at  the  controlled  tip  at  Old  Brickyards,  North 
Ferriby,  one  tip  man  being  employed.  The  Briston  25  Tractor  Dozer 
and  scraper  was  replaced  by  a Briston  Taurus  Tractor  fitted  with  a 
Drott  4 in  I Bucket. 

90  litter  bins  erected  in  appropriate  parts  of  the  district  were 
emptied  regularly. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

Two  fuli  time  Rodent  Operators  were  employed,  and  2,323  visits 
were  made.  853  premises  were  inspected  and  infestations  found  to 
exist  at  484  premises,  of  which  the  Council  treated  472.  The  cost  of 
treatments  was  recovered  in  respect  of  all  properties  except  dwelling 
houses  under  £80  rateable  value. 

Properties  owned  by  the  Council  were  inspected  and  appropriate 
treatments  were  carried  out.  All  sewerage  systems  were  treated  with 
sodium  fluoracetamide.
